History of Dixon's M E Church- Descrip­ 
tion of the Present Building. Lay ing of 
the Corner Stone - Elder Vanhorne's Ad­ 
dress. Hull Report of Services and Cere­ 
mony 


The lay ing of the corner stone of a new 
chinch edifice is an event which certainly 
enl sis the unqualified interest of the best 
clans of the community among whom it 
occurs. 
This is so, because the Christian 
chinch, in its various denomination divis 
ions, has come to be acknowledged as 
repienentntive not only of the spirituality , 
Imt of tin- moral fiber and intellectual cul­ 
ture of the community 
No matter what 
their theological opinions may be, or how 
pronoun, ed t heir skepticism, very few 
men would choose for their permanent 
home a city on whose soil no church 
» •amis po nting its steep led finger toward 
h< uvi n 
The interest attaching to the 
lining of the corner-stone of the new 
Methodist Kpiseopal church in Dixon this 
ufiernooii, ¡8 therefore by no means con­ 
fine« ! to tin rnombt ra of that large and in 
Ibiential body of citizens. 
Our people, 
ind« '|H*ndetil of denominational aililiation» 
have already in a very practical manner 
evidenced their sy mpathy with thiagrand 
and permanent public iinprovenu nt The 
occasion, then, is one worthy dlh more 
than missing notice.
